The  Northallerton  and  Dales  hater 
Board  have  the  responsibility  of  providing  and  maintaining  the  water  supplies 
in  the  whole  of  r'ensleydale . 


BACTERI OLOGICAL  EXAMINATION 


Twenty  two  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Nor  t  halier  ton,  of  these  eleven  were  free  from  any 
contamination  at  all 

The  Sowden  Beck  and  Crane  how  Bottom  give  supplies  that 
are  liable  to  act  upon  lead  pipes  and  so  we  do  not  allow  anyone  to  use 
these  pipes.  Copper  tubes  are  always  recommended  and  occasionally 

plastic  and  galvanised  tubes  are  laid. 

The  hater'  Board  were  notified  of  the  Bacteriological 
reports  upon  the  samples  submitted  and  they  stepped  up  the  output  of 
Chlorine  from  the  machines  responsible  immediately.  Later,  samples 
were  again  taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Carlton  and  felmerby  householders  are  now  enjoying 
main  drainage.  Redmire  and  Castle  Bolton  scheme  is  nearing  completion 
Thornton  Steward  scheme  was  well  in  hand  at  the  end  of  December  IS 64* 

The  Hauxwell  scheme  was  prepared  and  the  recommended  Contractor  was 
awaiting  finis try  approval  when  19 64  ended. 

7e  have  now  reached  a  stage  when  all  our  villages 
are  sewered  and  tnere  only  remains  the  3. ottered  parishes  that  cannot 
be  sewered  economically .  Septic  tanks  appear  to  be  the  only 

answer,  most  of  our  farms  already  have  these. 

Improvements  to  some  of  our  present  works  are  now/ 
necessary.  Constable  Burton,  East  fit ton,  Leyburn  and  Middleham 

are  all  to  have  attention  in  the  near  future,  .  Cons  tap le  Burton  has 
only  septic  tank  treatment. 

Leyburn  forks' were  laid  down  in  1907  and  were 
enlarged  in  1926,  since  then  they  have  merely  been  repaired  from  time 
to  time.  They  are  functioning  very  well,  it  is  seldom  that  the 

filtered  effluent  when  analysed  is  classified’ 'unsatisfactory.  The 

tanks  and  filters  are  hopelessly  overworked  during  wet  weather,  they  wer 
originally  designed  to  take  six  times  the  dry  "weather  flow,  but  to-day 
the  smallest  rain  shower  brings  the  storm  tanks  into  use. 

At  Middleham,  the  works  are  too  small  also,  but 
here  a  scheme  of  improvements  is  being  prepared.  East  ”ritton  has 

a  land  irrigation  scheme  that  can  be  easily  converted  to  a  tank  filter 
and  humus  tank  scheme.  *  Our  Engineer  is  preparing  plans  and  a 
schedule  of  the  necessary  works.

Fifty  five  applications  by  house  owners  to  improve 
with  the  aid  of  a  grant  were  approved  by  the  Council. 

Fifty  one  Standard  Grants  were  paid  upon  completion 
wor  ks . 


Five  Discretionary  Grants  were  paid  also. 

The  average  Standard  Grant  per  dwelling  again 
worked  out  at  -  £91  -  0  -  0.  The  five  Discretionary  Grants  paid 
averaged  -  - 2 95  -  0  -  0  per  dwelling.  many  more  owners  are  now 
taking  advantage  of  these  Improvement  Grants.  Since  the  corning 
into  operation  of  the  1959  Act,  three  hundred  and  sixty  two  grant 
schemes  have  been  approved. 


MEAT 


INSPECTION 


The  are  seven  butcher’s  shops  in  the  rural  district. 
Five  of  these  butchers  now  buy  their  meat  from  the  large*  abbatoirs 
in  adjoining  districts,  with  the  result  that  there  has  been  a  5 C$1 
drop  in  the  number  of  animals  killed  in  our  two  privately  owned 
slaughterhouses.  The  animals  passing  into  these  two  slaughterhouses 
are  all  reared  locally  and  the  meat  is  of  good  quality. 

All  meat  is  inspected  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  "Wednesday  in  each  wee k.

POOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS  -  1955-6 


All  premises  used  for  the  handling,  preparing  or 
selling  of  food  were  visited  during  'the  year.  .1  found  little  to 
complain  about  so  far  as  cleanliness  of  the  premises  was  concerned-. 
The  workers  also  were •  generally  satisfactory.  I  had  reason  to 
complain  about  the  state  of  the  storage  rooms  at  two  premises ,  but 
these  were,  quickly  put  in  order.  Pore  shopkeepers  are 

installing  refrigerator  cabinets.  Not  all  of  them  make  the  best 

use  of  these  fittings.

Bottling  of  tuberculin  tested  milk  is  undertaken  at 
three  dairies  in  the  district.  None  of  our  retailers  handle  ordinary 
milk.  In  the  smaller  villages  and  hamlets,  householders  obtain  their 
supplies  direct  from  farmer  producers  by  arrangement  with  the  authorities. 


DISPOSAL  OF  UNSOUND  FOOD 


f'ood  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and 
surrendered  by  shop  keepers  and  others  is  destroyed  by  binning.  ^  Unsoune 
meat  from  the  slaughterhouses  is  taken  away  by  contractors  each  Wednesday. 
It  is  processed  and  converted  into  fertilisers  and  animal  foods.  During 
the  year  the  following  articles  of  food  from  retail  shops  and  other 
premises  were  dealt  with  -and  destroyed.

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


As  usual  our  team  of  three  men  carried  out  their 
tasks  in  all  kinds  of  weather  quite  wTell  with  their  customary  good 
humour.  The  average  number  of  premises  at  which  they  call  daily 

to  pick  up  bins  is  -  287*  A  five  day  week  is  worked  and  the  lorry 
is  cleansed  and  greased  on  one  afternoon  each  week. 

Tips  are  levelled  and  left  tidy  after  each  load 
is  tipped.  Three  loads  per  working  day  are  taken  to  our  tips  of  which 
there  are  four-  namely  -  Preston*  Middle  ham-,  Lingy  Hill  and  West  Witton. 

The  latter  is  a  very  poor  one  and  is  used  as  little 
as  possible.  In  windy  weather*  its  exposed  position  results  in  the 
refuse  being  blown  about  into  adjacent  fields.  The  total  cost  of 

the  service  for  196k  was  £31+8  -  0  -  0. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

,  Twenty  one  householders  requested  the  service 
of  out  tank  emptying  machine  during  the  year.  When  not  engaged  on 
this  work  it  is  employed  to  clear  sludge  from  various  tanks  and 
drying  beds  at  several  of  our  sewage  works. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


In  addition  to  maintaining  sewage  works* 
emptying  cesspools*  clearing  blocked  sewers  and  drains*  our  sewage 
works  attendants  undertake  rat  poisoning  in  private  premises*  at 
sewage  works  and:  our  refuse  tips.  Inspections  and  Treatments  are 
as  follows-— 

Number  of  domestic  premises  inspected  23 

Number  of  treatments  carried  out  to  above  8 

Number  of  treatments  carried  out  bn  other  premises.  11 


The'  sewerage  systems  in  Leyburn  and  Mid  die  ham 
were  treated  by  Messrs.  Tubbs  &  Son*  a  firm  of  rat  catchers*  early 
in  March.  A  total  of  60  sewer  manholes  were  treated  with  bait. 

In  45  of  these*  the  baits  were  taken  on  three  successive  days. 

There  has  been  a  noticeable  drop  in  the  number  of  rats  at  the 


Leyburn  and  Middle  ham  Sewage  Works  since  this  work  was  carried  out*
